As bearing on the military situation, 


it develops that past stocks of muni- 
tions from the allies ire moving to- 
wards Warsaw today from Danzig, on 
the Baltic, and

for the most part originally despatched 
for the army of Gen. Denlkinc. but 
were delayed on the way utnil too late 
to be available for his use. The muni- 
tions being sent from Danzig, bow- 
ever, were shipped recently for the es- 
pecial use ot Poland.

noon, and IB some manner got below 
the Immediate area of the bathing 
beach, although he was In plain sight 
of those on shore wh«n the accident 
happened. It Is presumed that he was 
caught in a mud-hole and, unable to 
swim, was carried beyond fill depth. 
Thtre are no ropes or other bound- 
aries to mark the 
sandy 
area and 


Farrlngton evidently believed that he 
waa in no danger with so many on- 
lookers at hand. 


From the story of witnesses, It was 


thought that his struggles In the wa- 
ter were merely boyish pranks and no- 
body took them 
seriously. 
It was 


stated that there was another bather 
in the water within a few yards of 
young Farrington. but his back was 
turned and he heard no outcry. Klrby 
Taylor of 18 London street, a preacher, 
was sitting 125 feet away from 
the 


seen* of the accident but had no idea 
that the hoy was drowning. 
How- 


ever, when he failed to come up for 
the third time, Mr. Taylor immediately 
notified Daniel P. Brennan, one of the 
life guards, who was OB shore, hav- 
ing just come out of the water. 


Brennan, James P. Listen, another 


life guard and a dozen or so other 
swimmers dove In search of the body, 
but were unsuccessful. 
In the mean- 


time the police were notified and a 
pulmotor and grappling 
Irons 
were 


brought to the pool. Twenty minutes 
after the victim went down for the 
last time, Brennan succeeded in -grap- 
pling the body and despite efforts at 
resuscitation, the young man failed to 
recover. 


The.body was found 25 yard* from 


shore in a depth of 10 or 12 feet of 
water. The body was viewed by Med- 
ical Examiner Thomas B. Smith, re- 
moved to the rooms of Undertakers 
James F. O'Donnell & Sons and later 
to the home of the young man's pa- 
rents In Fort Hill avenue. 


Toung Farrington had .been given 


permission by hs parents to go to the 
municipal pool because of their be 
lief that there was no danger there. 
Ironically, however. It proved to be the 
scene of his death, 


Despite the 
fact 
that 
three life 


guards are supposed to be on duty at 
the pool and bath house, there were 
none In the water when the accident 
occurred. 
According to the rules of 


the park department, one guard is sup- 
nosed to be on shore or In tbe water 
another In charge of the lockers in the 
bafti bouse and a third In charge of 
the distribution of bathing suits.

O'Donnell & Sons and later 
to the home of the young man's pa- 
rents in Fort Hill avenue. 


Young Farrington had been given 


permission by hs parents to go to the 
municipal pool because of their be- 
lief that there was no danger there. 

It proved to be the 
scene of his death.

guards are supposed to be on duty at 
the pool and bath house, there were 
none In-the water, when the accident 
occurred. 
According to the rules of 


the park department, one guard is sup- 
posed to be on shore or In the water, 
another in charge of the lockers in the 
bath house and a third in charge, of 
the distribution of bathing suits. On 
Thursday afternoons there is usually 
a large crowd at the pool owing to the 
fact that many of the local stores are 
closed and it has been suggested that 
one of the guards be transferred from 
inside to outside duty on busy days 
so that at least one guard may be in 
the water at all times. 'Whether such 
a system would hare prevented yes- 
terday's sad 
accident If, 
ot course,
